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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 21 it is not clear as to what the treatment solution is applied to since 
applicant has not claimed the provision of a treatment brassiere with a breast support 
having an inner surface. After line 2 applicant should insert - - providing a treatment 
brassiere with a breast support including an inner surface - and in line (b)(1) "an" 
should be changed to - the - - . 

The claim must positively claim the brassiere structure in the body of the claim so that 
there is clearly a material layer that accepts the treatment layer thereon.
